| BY-LAWw , 
For Regulating Vehieles kept for.Hire and Gain. 


WHEREAS it is expedient to regulate vehicles kept for hire and 
gain in the City of Victoria, so as to prevent them from encum- 
bering the streets, 


Be it therefore énacted by the Mayor and Council of the Corporation 
of the City of Victoria as follows: 


1.—That the following described places shall be the only stands 
on which it shall be lawful to place for hire buggies, carriages, coaches, 
cabs or such like vehicles, namel 
Alorg the centre of Yotee’ Street trom Government Street 
westward, along the west side of Broad Street from Yates 
Street southward, and Bastion Square; the vehicles to be in 
single line. 
2.—That the Peeps described places shall be the only stands 
for which it shall be lawful to place for hire express waggons, carts or 
such like vehicles, namely :— 
Along the centre of Government Strect from Yates Street 
northward, and along the south side of Fort Street from Gov- 
ernment Street Westward, and that such vehicles be in single 
line, ©: , 
8.—That no person “having charge of any buggy, carriage, coach, 
cab, cart, waggon, or other vehicle kept for gain, as aforesaid, shall, 
wantonly snap of flourish his whip, nor at any time needlessly leave 
such buggy, carriage, coach, cab, cart, waggon, or other vechicle, nor 
shall he make fise of any obscene or impertinent language of any kind 
whatsoever, while in charge thereof. 
4.—That no.driver, carter or cabman, or other person, shall ‘un- 
scaita aber or cruelly beat, or otherwise ill-use, any horse or animal 
under his care within the said City. 
5.—That any person guilty of any infraction of any of the provis- 
ions of this BysLaw, shall on conviction before the Police Magistrate, 
or other Justice ‘of the Peace, for the said City, forfeit, at the discre- 
tion of the Police Magistrate or Justice of the Peace convicting, a sum 
ot money not As ceeding $25 00 for each offence, and in default ies 
ment of any sch fine, together with costs of prosecution, it sha 
lawful for the Police Magistrate or other Justice of the Peace canvict- 
ing as aforesaid, to issue his or their warrant to levy the amount of 
fine and coats by distress and sale of the offenders goods and chattels, 
and in case no sufficient distress to satisfy the amount of fine and costs 
shall be found, it shall be lawfal for the Police Magistrate or Justice of 
the Peace as aforesaid, to commit the offender to the Common Gaol 
for any period;not exceeding one month. 
6.—This By-Law may be cited fur all purposes as “The Vehicles 
Regulation By-Law, 1873.”

Phe Government Land Policy 
Again. 


It is not because we fear that anything the 
Colonist may choose to say about the land 
policy of the Government will prejudice the 

"Ministry in the estimation of the people, that 
~ weagain advert to this subject, for we are 
quite aware that an intelligent public bave 
long since ceased to look for anything in the 
shape of fair or just criticism in that quarter 
in respect of any act done, or proposed to be 
done, by the present Administration. To use 
the language of our contemporary, ‘‘as well 
might men expect to gather grapes off thorns 
or figs off thistles,” as to expect the Colonist 
-- to criticise the acts of the Government fairly 
and impartially. But lest there sbould be 
- apy misapprehension ia the public mind as to 
the policy of the Government in relation to 
the public lands, we deem it our duty to lay 
the matter before our readers in the clearest 
* possible light, with a view to removing mis- 
apprebeasion, should any exist, and also to 
, demonstrate to the satisfaction of every rea- 
sonable individual who may take the trouble 
to investigate the matter, that the land policy 
* of the present Government is not only more 
liberal than any that bas preceded it io Bri- 
tish Columbia, but that it will eballenge com- 
.. parison with any Province in the Domision 
* “dr kay Ststo is the American Union. There 
are at least five distinct methods by which 
the public lands of the Province may be 
acquired, and all on the most broad and 
liberal terms, 1. By free grant. 2. By pre- 
emption, 3. By public competition at an 
upset price of one dollar per acre for surveyed 
lands. 4. By private purchase from Govern- 
meot, of such lands as may remain uesold 
after having been offered at public competi- 
tion, at one dollar per acre. 5. Unsurveyed 
lands can be bought at $2 50 per acre, the 
minerals thereon, including 
reserved to the Crown. Under the free grant 
system the Lieutenant Governor in Couseil 
may sppropriate any pablic lands considered 
Suitable for settlement and cultivation, not 
being mineral lands, as free grants to. actual 
settlers, both male acd female, not exceeding 
240 acres_to each settler, under such regula- 
tions as shall from time to time be made by 
Order in Council. In pursuance of this pro- 
Vision of the Lund Amendment Act, 1813, the 
Government have made an Order in Council 
Giving effect thereto, by which bona fide set- 
tlers may obtain free grants of 160 acres. each 
on the East Coast of Vancouver Island, 
between Chatham point and Fort Rupert, and 
240 acres in that part of the Province east of 
the Cascade Range of moustains; besides 
which the Government intend setting aside two 


. townships in the New Westminster District, 


fo: free locations of 160 acres each, so soon 
as the necessary surveys are completed. The 
‘ pales and regulations under which free grants 
of unsurveyed lands can be obtained are pub- 
lished in full elaewbere ia these colamas, to 
which we direct the reader’s attention. 
Under the law of \pre-emption any male per- 
son being a British subject, of the age of 
eighteen. years or over, may acquire the right 
to pre-empt any tract of unoccupied, unsur- 
veyed, or unreserved Crown Lands, not being 
an Iodian settlement, not exceeding 320 acres 
in extent in that portion of the Province 
sittate to the northward and eastward of the 
Cascade or coast range of mountains, aod 160 
acres in extent in the rest of the Province, 
subject to the performance of settlement 
Guties to the extent of $2 50 per acre, and 
conotinuoas occupation by the pre-empter or 
bis agent for a period of four years from the 
date of pre-emption. These conditions having 
been fulfilled and the land surveyed, the pre- 
emptor can obtain bis Crown deed of the land 
at@ price not exceeding one dollar per acre. 
The ‘Land Ordinance, 1870,” provides that 
ali land io British Columbia sball be exposed 
in lots tor seule by public competition, at the 
upset price of one dollar per acre, after the 
same shell have beea. surveyed and made 
ready for sale. It is required that due notice

All this the Government bave attended to, 
and we feel perfectly assured that the sale ot 
public-lands to take place on the 30th instant 
will do more towards calling attention to the

thing that bas yet been attempted in thay 
direction. The disposal of such lands by the 
Goxeroment at private sale as have been 
ed at public competition, at the upset 
of one dollar per acre, bet found no 
takers, is a course that surely no ene can 
take exception to; for, if at a public sals no 
one-could be found to ge beyond one dollar 
per acre for such land, it ie safe to conclude 
that itis not werth more, and that be who 
gtkes it at that price pays full value for it. 
The official notice recently published, to th, 
effect that by an Order in Council, dated the 
5th of September, 1873, it Was determined that 
the price of unsurveyed apd aooccupied lands 
in British Columbia should be $2 50 per acre 
ab@i\that the’ right'to ‘all the precious ond 
baser metals and minerals were reserved to 
the Crown, seems to have caused some mis- 
+ apprehension in the public mind, and which 
‘ the Colonist has;made a very feeble attempt 
to turn against the Government. The pri- 
mary object the Government have ia view in 
this matter is to discourage reckless specula- 
tion in public lands, or, in other words, the 
locking up of large tracts of the public domain 
and best of the lands in the hands of those 
who would acquire them for purely specula- 
tive purposes. Such persons cannot ob:sin 
public lands ata less price than $2 50 per 


acre, and even atthat price they will not | oir. add 


acquire a right to the minerals they may con- 
tain.< Not so, however, with the bona fide 
settler; whether he be a pre-emptor, a free- 
granote, or a-purchaser, the reservation with 
regard to minerals will have no spplication 
to bim, with the exception of the precious 
metals, which, of course, in all eases are re- 
sesved for the use of the Crown. It will 
therefore be seen from the statements above 
made, and we challenge anyone to disprove 
their correctness, that so far as bona fide set- 
tlers are concerned po change has been made 
in respect of the terms upon which they may 
acquire lands for actus! use and occupation, 
aod our neighbour to the contrary notwith-
